Does City Have Right To Charge 
For Subdivisions? We Hope So 


Legality of an Uplanl city ordinance is to be tested in the # 
courts. And now is a good time for such a test. 

Does the city have the right to charge on a per lot basis 
for new school and park sites and for storm water drainage 
costs? That is the question at issue. City Attorney Henry M. 
Busch has advised Upland councilmen the charges are just. | 
Attorney General Brown's office has given a ruling that such 
charges are not legal—in some cases. 

Mike Kelber and associates and Beecher Hungerford and 
associates, who are in the process of subdividing citrus groves 
at present, expect to get a legal answer. The answer, of 
course, will be of real interest to all future subdividers—as 
well as to all residents of Upland and other cities. 

Regardless of the legal questions involved, it seems to us| 
the present charges are fair and just. At least, it is good busi- 
ness for the city hall officials to seek to place all new develop- 
ments on a partial pay-as-you-go basis, if possible. At the 
same time, the subdividers are justified in getting a legal 
question cleared up. Their action is welcomed. 

Thirty dollars a lot for the park and school site fund is 
the amount now charged by the city when a property owner 
or sublivider develops new building sites. The drainage fund 
varies in different parts of the city: higher where the land 
contour will necessitate more expensive water diversion con- 
struction and less elsewhere. At present, the park site and 
school fund totals $7,890 and the drainage fund is $8,675.89. 

More houses and more families here will mean more as- 
sessed valuations for the tax rolls and more retail business 

and increased sales tax revenue to the city. At the same time 
more people will mean the need for more parks and more 
schools. Changing the use of the land from citrus to resi- 
dential will also mean the installation of costly storm drains, 
culverts and diversionary channels. Rain water, now soaked 
into the soil to a great extent, will become a real problem due 
to the new house tops, sidewalks and pavement. 

The city’s charges, therefore, seek to place some of the 
costs on the source of the increased costs—the subdivider 
or the owner of the land benefiting by the change in land use. 
It is noted that complaints against these charges are not com- 
ing from any but those people seeking to sell land and who 
profit by the change in use of the land. 

The charges, set by the city council some years ago, will 
pay only a partial cost for which the fees are set. For ex- 
ample, 500 new lots would produce $15,000 for the park and 
school site fund. That sum would not go very far in provid- 
ing a park, let alone a school building in which to educate the 
children of 500 families. The $15,000 would help nevertheless. 
Of course, there would be community and commercial ad- 
vantages in having 500 new families here but the fact re- 
mains the per lot charge is actually nominal and fair. 

The same goes for the storm drain fund. A current example 
has already developed. A group of new houses has been built 
within recent months on Highland court, east of Campus ave- 
nue. These are fine additions to the community but the re- 
cent rains produced a new water drainage problem for res- 
idents on East Seventh street, immediately south of this new 
residential development. And so, the city crews must correct 
the situation. 

Each new residential development will bring new tax 
revenue to the city—and new tasks and new expenditures. 

While each new residential development will bring new 
tax revenue to the city, it will also bring new and immediate 
costs. The city’s per lot charge, in a small measure, helps to 
“localize” the costs. Such a plan builds for a better commun- 
ity.

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| Quick Dollar Days Over For Poultrymen 
Poultry Profits Drop 
With All Farm Lines 


“The day of the quick dollar 
in the poultry business is over.” 
That’s the opinion expressed 


by Herbert Alp of Chicago, in a} 


recent address to poultry indus- 


try leaders in Santa Ana. “There| 


will be years when poultry farm- 
ing will show its profits, but the 
accumulation of dollars will be 
less rapid in the future,” he| 
continued. 

Interpreting Mr. Alp’s speech, 
Joe Hertel, San Bernardino farm! 
advisor, had this to say: “What! 
Mr. Alp meant was that all lines 
of farming are less profitable 
than during the war years. Farm! 
prices are on the decline at the 
rate of eight to ten per cent a} 
year and not all folks now en-! 
gaged in farming can gainfully 
continue with such declining | 
prices. Those who cannot, will] 
find employment in industry or 
in assisting in personal services.” | 

Mr. Hertel’s report continued | 
as follows: 

In 1910 there were thirteen and} 
a half million workers on.U: S.| 
farms. By 1953 there were five| 
million less or eight and a half} 
million workers. Yet the number|
